Legend of Hangman's Stone. 


Xumerous large bowlders in Eng- 


land as weil us :a tills country have 
received the name of the hangman's 
stone, as a result of a legend which 
attaches much the same stcry to each. 
There were two fiends in tlie parish of 
Foremark. la Derbyshire, called the 
Great and the Little Hangman's Stone, 
froia the boulders which they con- 
tained. Tfce former was five or sir feet 
high, with an indentation running 
across the top. This peculiar mark 
was explained by tradition, as follows: 
Once upon a time a thief, having 
stolen a >heep. placed his booty on the 
top of the stone while he rested, but 
it slipped off and strangled the man 
xvith the rope which tied the sheep to 
his back, the indentation being made 
by the friction of the rope passing 
hack and forth in the struggles of the 
dying man to extricate himself.

Faraners feed their stock by rale and know to a fraction ot a cent now much 


it costs them to produce a quart of milk or a pound of beef or pork. It is not 
possible to estimate in the same way the cost of feeding the human family, 
for the value of the product is determined by the ability of the consumer to 
do -a-ork instead of in increased weight. 
We have learned by many careful experiments jast how much food it 


takes to keep the average man or woman in health aad efficiency. And we 
know- by analysis the value of our different foods in doing this important 
work. The table below lists the purchasing power of 10 cents spent for staple 
commodities. It also shows the amount of protein, fat and carbohydrates that 
each 10-cent portion of food furnishes, as well as its energy or calorie value.

is less fat. Bui what it lacks iti fat it gains in protein content. 


The most striking ihsns in the table is the great value of bread. Ten cents 


spent for bread, even at us present high price, will buy 1,500 calories of en- 
•--rgy; nearly five times as much as can be bought as steak, and sis times as 
much as when spent for eggs. 
Bread today is cheaper than potatoes at normal prices. Indeed, it is our 


cheapest staple food. But belter than that, it is the best balanced food we can 
buy at any price. With the exception of milk, it is the oaly food listed that 
contains protein, fat and carbohydrates in \veU-balanced proportions. 


Whether wheat is cheap or dear, bread at almost any price is cheap food 


uheu compared with meat. There is no denying the fact that the well-fed 
ican is a lover of good bread. 
The stale bread delusion has cost the consumer as well as the baker, a 
great deal of money, li is foolish besides. When bread is first baked, it con- 
tains nearly 3«,i p^r'ceut of moisture. After a time some of this water escapes. 
The bread dries out, or as the baker says, "goes stale." As a matter of fact, 
the bread Isn't stale, it is just as wholesome, just ES sweet, just as satisfactory 
as the moment when it left the ovea and every loaf that is returned to the 
bakery to be fed to horses by ihat much increases the cost of bread. 


Bread three days old, when properly kept, is just as good as when a day 


old. Why shouldn't ii"be? Bread baked" in the home Is always used up before 
the next baking. It does not dry out because it is wrapped and placed in a 
bread box, where its moisture content is conserved. The average housewife 
doesn't like to cut her homemade loaf until it is a day old, for Its texture ia 
:!ieu firm, instead of spongy. 
- 


Because bread is such a wonderful food, it is the first thing to which the 


government turned in the accounting of our supplies necessary because of the 
present war. For two years the world has produced less wheat than it has 
eaten, and this Is why far-seeing men at the head of the government are urg- 
ing the mast careful economy in the u?e of bread stutts. so that we may have 
the maximum quantity to send across to those who are doing the fighting in 
the great war. 


Today there can be neither excuse nor tolerance for the waste of a crumb 


of bread. Housewives must !ook to their larder. Bread that is eaten is put 
to its best use. but bread that is wasted in times like the present becomes 
party to a crime. In cooking, the use of toast for a garnish or decoration, un- 
less :i is eaten, should be discouraged. Cutting more bread than the family 
*,\iH consume at a meal, is wasteful. 
Crusts-and crumbs musi be carefully 


saved and untiiized in other dishes. Only by such practices instituted at once 
can the Untied States hope to escape the necessity of dark, coarse breads.

When Hertz first began to obtain 


satisfactory results from his now fa- 
mous researches Into the possibility 
of transmitting electric waves, certain 
men of science suggested that some 
day similar vibrations might serve tc 
transmit messages through space. 
hertz laughed at the hypothesis, and 
assured all comers that his experi- 
ments were for laboratories only.

hard to 3cd a single issue of a. daily 
paper that does not record some note- 
worthy example of the use of wireless 
telegraphy. 


Levassor was the great engineer 


who sketched the automobile with 
such skill that his design has not been 
materially changed to this day. After 
Levassor accomplished his historic trip 
from Paris to Bordeaux and return, at 
the dizzy speed of about fifteen miles 
an hour, his admirers gave him a 
banquet-
